Endeavour to know yourfelf ()etter, that being

Now, there are many things which make x 
fliew and appearance of happinefs, and are there- 
fore called pomps, bccaufe they draw men's eyes' 
and af!i^ions towards them ; and yet they are 
but vanity, and cannot make uS happy. , 

Q. What are the things you mean ? 

A. The Apoftle tells vou := They are " the 
." lufls of thejiejh" that'is, all finful pleafurcs ; 
" the luji of the eye" that is, the defire of richer ; 
" and the pride of life" or whatever makes us to 
value ourfclves ; all whkh a ChriAian ought to 



Q. Muti a Chriitian renounce all pleafures i 
A. There are pleafures which a Chriflian 
ought never to be acquainted with \ concerning 
which the Scripture faith, *' That no whore- 
*' monger, nor drunkard, nor unclean perfoti 
** hath any inheritance in the kingdom of Chrift 
" and of God."' However tempting thcfc plea- 
fures may be, you have but this choice j you 
mufl deny yourfelf, or be for ever damned.

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And even innocent pleafures, you will not fet 
your heart upon them, nor let them have too

J. Becaufe they bring great temptations along 
with them ; they tempt men to forget God ; 
to think too well of, and to truft in themfelves;'* 
to lord it over their inferiors ; to live in floth- 
fulne(3, and without any honeft employment ;— 
and /^ make provifton for theflejhy to fulfil the 
lufts thereof. All which things ftrongly Indian

BcGdes, riches are attended with cares, which

A. Riches may be.ufcd to good purpofesf 
the Apoftle tells you how; i Ttm. vi.

S. I mud defire^ou to tell me, what is that 
Pride of Life which a Chriflian muft renounce ? 

A. It is an eager defire of being like thofe 
that are above us; which is the caufe of many 
evils both in ourfelves and others. 

It tempts us to lay out fo much upon vanity, 
that wecanotgive what we ought to the poor. 

It tempts many to run in debt, and hinders 
many from paying their juft debts. 

It makes us to defpife poor and plain people, 
as if they were not of the fame kind with us, 

it makes us to envy one another, and to ibive 
who (hall go fineft. 

So that people are more concerned liowto be 
efteemed in this world, than to be beloved of 
God, or to be hapjpy in the next. 

2. Is there any other kind of pride, which a 
Chriftian muft renounce? 

J. Yes; there is a proud conceit of ourfelves, 
which is very natural to us, and yet very iinful. 

For if caufeth us to overlook our own in- 
firmities and faults, fo that we can never be 
truly humble. 

'tohncy that we dcfervc tnot^ ^aaxvH^^Van^ 
which iziaketb us difcontenttJL 
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To look upon God's favours as 'our xlue, 
which maketh us unthankful. 

ii. Since this pride of life and heart is b na- 
tural to us, what can cure us of it ? 

-/^."Nothing but the grace ofG^y andpoflefs- 
ing your heart with things of greater moment* 

Confider that you. are liable to eternal niifery : 
That your great bufinefs in this world is to fit 
yquika for a happy death, and fcM: the day of 
judgment; and you will bie very indiffereat 
about your clothes, or who takes pl^ce of you. 

You will neither fiudy to be vain and foolilh . 
in your drefs, nor fingular and copceited, but 
imitate fuch as are fober-minded ; as. knowing, 
that the ornament of an kumhU fpirit^ .will beft 
recommend you to God^ which iboi^d be your 
£reat concern. 

And then, if you remember, that you have 
nothing which you have not received^ nothing but 
what you muu give an ^count for \ you will 
have more reafon to fear, th^n to be proud of 
your advantages.

A. From the hiftory of his life, death, and 
refurreftion from the dead; written at large in 
the Holy Scriptures, and briefly contained in 
thefe articles. 

2. What are the chief things in tlie hiftory 
of the life of Jefus, which are proper to confiyrm 
our faith in him ? 

A* I'hat He wasfpoken of by all the prophets 
from the beginning of the worlds TbaX. -^Hnkcw^^s^ 
world was grown very wicked^ ^ciA fet ^^^x\^ 
yart ignorant of the trueGQd^V\^x.oc}«w>a^^'^^^^^^

Having thus taken upon him our nature, 
was declared to be the SonofGod^ by a voice frc 
heavbn, and the world commanded to hear^ and 
obey him, as the Chrijl ; that is, the perfon ( 
datned of God to make known his wilhto ma 
kind. Having this commifllon from heaven, 
publifhed . his gofpel, containing the moftjoy 
meflage of falvation, and the means of attain! 
it. And to confirm the truth oF his doitrine, 
wrought an infinite number of miracles, live 
moft holy life, and died a moft bitter death."" 
^ For the people of the Jews^ to whom he \ 
fent with his meifage, being not difpofed, 
reafon of their great wickednefs, to receive fi 
holy, rules as he affirmed to be necefiary to i 
vation; they therefore perfecutcd him moft I 
terly, and at laft, having treated him with 
utmoft fcorn, they even forced Pontius Pit 
i^inft his confcience, to condemn him to 
crucified. 

When they were afiured he was dsad^ tl 
was particular care taken of his burial \ fo 
company of foldiers were appointed to wa 
his body, that his friends might not take it a^ 
nni fay be was rifen. 
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During this time, his foul went into the place 
where the fouls of men do go when they arc 
parted from, their bodies ; that he might undergo 
all conditions of human nature. . 

But upon the third day after his death, (ever 
fince called the Lorffs-day^) he was by the 
power of God raifed from the dead ; and con« 
tinued forty days upon earth, inflru&ing bis 
difcipUs about the kingdom (or Church) which 
V)^s jhortly to he iJiahlijhedJ' 

2. How doth this (hew that he was the Son 
rfGodf 

A^ He was thuS) that is, hy his refurre^ijan 
from the deadj declared to he the Son ofGodj faith 
St. PauL^ For God would not have raifed hioi 
from the dead, but that he approved of all that 
he hdAfaid cfhimjelfi all that he had done in His 
name I and all that ne h^Afuffered for mankind* 

Q. Why did Chrid take our nature upon him ? 

A. That in our nature he might fatisfy the 
juftice of God, who was highly diipleafed with 
the whole face of mankind, becaufe they had 
rebelled againft him, and were become extremely 
wicked. And therefore he was called Jefus^ 
that is, a Saviour^ becaufe, hefaveth his people 
f rom' their ftm,^ - 

2. Why did Jefus Chrift fuffer fuch fevcce 
things? 

" Luke xxlv. 47. o Rom.A- A» ^ ^v\.^- V*-^ 
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A, He fufFercd for ourfakes^ and in our ftea 
and what our iins juu!y deferved we fliou 
AiflFei* And being both the Son of God, ar 
born of a wonnan, He became afull^perfe^^ ai 
fufficient facrifice and Jatufatllon for the ftns 
the whole world. 

2. May we be affured of this, that God 
fully fatisfied with what he hath done and fu; 
tered for us ? 

A. We may be confident of It: becaufe Gc 
did not only raife him from the dead, but r< 
ceived him into glory, Jetting him at his ou 
^igbt hand'y"^ that i^, giving him all power i 
heaven and on earth. 

S. How doth it appear that God hath donefc 

A. Becaufe Chrift hath made good all h: 
promifes, and fulfilled his prophecies, which not 
but God £ould dii. He immediately fent dow 
the Holy Ghoft, by which his difciples wei 
enabled to work the greateft miracles; an 
(though a company of poor, unlearned men) t 
converc^ the world to Chrifti^nity. And as h 
bad foretold^ he deftroyed, in that age, the cit 
and nation of x\\tfews^ for their wickednel 
and impenitency: and he has preferved hi 
Church, according to his true promife\^ fo tlia 
neither the malice of men nor devils hath beei 
ab}e to prevail againA it; which undoubtedl 
/heweth that he hath the powet ot Cio^. 
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^ Since then Jefus Chrift hath made our 
peace with God, we are fecure from all ganger 
of God's difpleafurq. ^v 

J. It is our own fault if we are not: For . # 
hath reconciled us to God : He has fet us an 
example^ how we ought to wait, and to pUafe 
God, He hath promifed to enable us by his 
Spirit to do his will ; and if in anything we fall 
(hort of our duty, as we are too apt to do, he 
will prevail with God for pardon and grace for 
all fuch as continue to deferve them. 

^. But what if men defpife th^ favours an4 
means of falvation ? 

A. Why then there remaineth nothing hut a 
fearful looking for of judgment,, For this Jefu$ 
fhall come again from heaven^ to judge how the 
quick and the dead.* 

g. What is the full meaning of thofc words ? 

A» That Gad hath appointed a day in which he

While thofe thai are warncil to flee fronrt the 
wrath to come, anii have brought forth fruiis 
meet for repemance, (hall be judged worthy erf 
eternal happinds. 

^ Why IB Jefus called swriari^? 
' A. Becaufi! hu tiath redfemed us from the 
power andllavcry of Satan.)' We liwe under 
}\is preteSliaii, Whatever bleffings we enjoy, it 
is for hii jeke. And it is from him, that alt 
his faithful fer*'ants expeil their reward. And 
therefore, when we ailc any blefling of God, we 
thus conclude our prayers, Through Jtfui Chrift. 
Bur Lord; acknowltklging that we are not wor- 
thy to alk or to receive the lead favour, but in 
and through Him. 

Q. Wivax will be the fruits of fuch belief in 
thrift? 

A. Every part is full of comfort and in- 
(lru£lion. 

Tm believe in Je/as: Why then VQU have 
placed your confidence in one who is ahie ta/ave 
you. He can forgive your tins : He can give 
grace and ftrength, and perfeverance, and after

Such are they who negledl the means of grace ; 
ihey have not^ becaufe they ajk notJ^ 

Such are they alfo, who will not ufe the

There are many ivho grieve the Holy Spirit ^ 
and force him to withdraw his gracious a(rift- 
ance, by their confenting to known iniquity, 
and continuing in it.

Q. What then is the duty of a perfc

And therefore every true Chnftian hath an 
intereft in the prayers andcharities ofihe whole 
Church, and a right to all it& privileges ; that 
is, every Chriftian hath a right to the forgive- 
ncfs. of fins, the love of God, the merits of 
Chrift, the fellowfhip of the Holy Ghoft, and 
the miniiby of the holy angels; 

From which we ought to learn, v;hat a very 
hi cbndition it is to be out of this cominunioti^ or 
to be of the number of them who are not called 
Jainis \ that is, who do not live as becomes the 
Gofpel: ail fuch being without hopes and 
ivithout promifes. 

S, How hath every Chriftian a right to the 
fdrgivencjs of fins ? 

A. Only by the merits and promife of 
Chrift, who hath made our peace with God, 
pppn conditbn, that with hearty repentance, 
and true faith, we turn unto him. 

0. Then the promife of forgivenefs is no

A.'' To keep his body in temperance, fober- 
nefs, and chaftity, that it may he a fit temple for 
tlie Holy Ghoft to dwell in. That he who rat fed 
Chrtfl from the dead^ may quicken our mortal 
hody^ by the Spirit that dwelletb in us ;^ and then 
tverlafling life will be a bleffing indeed. 

2. What is meant by life everla/iing ? 

A* That, at the refurrcdion, our bodies and 
ibuls being joined again, we (hall then live for 
ever, either in endlefs happincfs, or endlefs 
Imifery. Forfo God hath ajjiired us.^ 

S. This is a matter of great concern indeed. 

A. But to make you ferious, confider, that, 
at the hour of your death, your condition will 
be unchangeable : If you have lived a chridian

2- How (loth the belief of thefe things be-

A. By making us ferious and thoughtful, 
which ihey inull needs be, who often think of 
thef^ matters. 

By being ever prefcnt with us, and fetting 
life and deaih eternal before our eyes. Convincing 
uSj that it is our wifdoni taforjakc the piiafares of 
fm^ -which art but far a Jeafitt : And that it It 
reafonahle to do what God hath commanded, 
if we expe^ to obtain what he hath promifcd 
for our encouragement. 

And when we are thus difpojcd for etrrnd 
life,' God the Father becomes reconciUd to tai 
God the Son becomes our advocate \ God tne 
Holy Gholl becomes our guide and comforter. 

S. What is the reafon why all who know 
thi^ do not prefenlly become obedient fervantt 
to God ? 

Caufes of Unbelief. 

A. Becaufe many are carelefs, and never mind 
their fouls -, many are obtlinate, and will not 
think of thefe things; many are wholly taken up 
with the cares or ilie pleafures of this world, and 
cannot look towards abetter; and many are 
wicked, and dare not think of a life to come.

We have many grievous fins to be pardoned, 
the pardon of which none but the Son of God 
can procure for us. 

We have ungovernable appetites to ftruggle 
with, which nothing but the fear of God can 
keep under. 

We have the temptations of a naughty vyorld, 
and of an evil fpirit to refift, which nothing but 
the Spirit of God can enable us to oppofe. 

To God therefore we muft go for help, which 
we cannot do, unUfs we heartily believe thefe ^r- 
ticUs of our Qfriflian faith. 

S. Are thefe the only ncceffary truths to be 
believed? 

A. Thefe are the moft neceflary; and the 
knowledge and belief of thefe will help you to 
profit by the whole Word of God, by which 
your faith will every day be ftrengthened. 

S. I pray iheW me how ? 

A. When you read in the Holy Scriptures of 
God's judgments uponfinners; of the whole 
world deftroyed by a flood ; of cities overturned ; 
of nations carried captive ; of famines, wars,

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fake; deceit and pilfering being abominabre qua- 
lities, never forgotten by others, and very hardJy 
left off by-thofe that give way to them. Ami 
laftly, he muft remember tliat he hath a Majler 
in heaven^ to whom he oweih fervice, and frorfl 
whortl he may expect the reward of a faithful 
fervant. 

And for the comfort of fervants» the fame 
Lord of all men, who cothmands them to be 
faithful,^ commands their maflers to h^juji and 
kind^ and careful of them ; to give "them what is 
right; to ufeihemlikefeliow-Chrirtians, taking 
care of them in their rickj>efs, allowing them 
time tofeiveGod, and feitingthem an example 
of doing fo ; ever remenlbering, that tliere is no 
refpeft of perfonS with God, who putteth court 
one^ and ftttetl: up anuit^er, 

Qj, What is our duty towards them tkathdve 
the rule over us ? 

A. Your duty is, to obey them, r.at only for 
fear of punijlmicnt^ hut for ccnfderxe fake.'"- Not 
to fpeak evil cf them, but to (hew them all be- 
coming refpe6^, and to pray that God may blcfs 
them, and|mak^ them inflroments of great good 
to us all. 

For men in authority,, fearing God, are a 

mighty bltfling ; their duty being to keep the 

peoph in peace and quietr.efs ; to defend the 

perfons sinil rights of lioncRttvtws \o ^>iw\QMhe 
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unruly ; to advife them that have no counfellors ; 
and in all things to promote the glory of^God, 
and the welfare of all below them. 

2. What is the duty of people to their 
paOors ? 

A. To refpeH therrf for their mailer's fake, 
and for their work's fake, remembering the 
words of Chrift to his Minifters, he that dejfpifcth 
youj dejpifeth me.^ Therefore your duty is to 
hearken to their inftrucflion; to pay them their 
due without fraud or grudging^ that God may 
blcfs both their labours and youru 

For it is their hufinefs and duty^ to ftudy all 
ways of teaching you how you Jhould walk and 
pleaje God\ to reprove you when you do amifs \ 
to pray that you may do well ; to blefs you in 
God^s name ; and to be wholcfome examples in 
word and deed^ and they have much to anfwer 
for, if they arc not fuch. 

2. Whom elfe muft I honour? 

A. All ihat are your betters, by reafon of 
their greater age, their learning, their eftates or 
places ; to whom therefore you muft (hew a 
juft regard. 

And it is their duty^ not to be high-minded^ 
but to be grave ; not diihonouring themfelves ; 
courteous, eafy to be fpoke to, and ready to help 
•where they can do it.

You are hereby forbidden to do violence 
to any man by wordov deed\ to wi(h any man's 
death ; to be glad at misfortunes ; and particu- 
larly, you are forbidden that which is the occa- 
fion of all thefe lins, To bear malice or hatred in 
your hcart'y for if you do fo, you will be apt to 
provoke others to mifchief, you will be apt to 
do it ypurfelf ; and therefore St. John faith, 
tvhofoever hateth his brother is a murderer J^ 

^ Is any thing elfe hereby forbidden ? 

J. Yes; you are forbidden every thing 
which may make your own or other men's lives 
uneafy or unfafe ; entertaining of prejudice, pro- 
voking language, and taking away men's good 
name ; for a .man may be murdered by words> 
and his heart broken by ill ufage. 

You are alfo hereby forbidden all intempe- 
rance, by which you deftroy your own, and 
/je/p to ruin other meiVs Vwes. 

' Piov, xxjt. 17, ^1 ^oVx^uu^V 
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All v^tiich are grievous fins, and a dreadful 
vengeance will follow thofe that fend nnen out of 
the world fooner than Gtxl and nature d^figned. 

S. What is the duty required in this Com- 
mandment? 

A. It is your duty, as much a€ in you lieth,* 
to live peaceably with all men: to avoid the 
company of contentious people \ to deliver the op-- 
preffed^ and to be merdftil to fuch as are in 
mifery; to forbear and forgive one another :^ and 
be well pleafed with the welfare of all men. 

VII. " Thou (halt not commit adultery." 

2. What are the fins here forbidden ? 

J* All manner of uncleannefs, and all fuch 
things as*are apt to lead men into vices not fit 
to be named. All drunkennefs and gluttony^ 
and eager contriving for the belly \ zjlotbful life^ 
wanton words and aiiions ; filthy books ^ndfongs ; 
all which are a great offence to God, and by 
no means fit for one who expeSs to live with 
faints and a[|gels in heaven.

Which vows arc as facred as can be made, 
and are here fet down, that they may be often 
thought on by married perfons ; which would ba 
a means of making that fiatc of life the hap- 
pieii that can be on earth.

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jrf. Not only hy theftj which is a bafe vice, 
and openly abhorred ; but by oppreflion, deceit, 
'witholding of dues, concealing of found goods, 
defrauding the publick^ wearying men out of 
their rights, or impairing their eftates by vexa- 
tious law«fuits, by power^ inttreft^ hnbery^ or 
craft ; which are crimes too often committed by

^. Bynomeanjs; Religion beinj 
nefs of all men, a plain man^ if he is ^ 
may know his duty, and be able to 
as well as the greafeft fcholar. 

2. This is a comfortable truth, I 
me fenfible of it. 

A, Do not you fee that all liece 
lede£ lieth in a very narrow compafs 
to God^ and to your neighbour, is c 
a few words, very eafy to be und 
remembered, where people truly bell 
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A. Do you live in any known fin ? If you 
^o fo, you may be fure you do not fear hnn^ who 
bath power to deflroy both body aud foul in hell. 

It may be, you think you Itrne God above all 
things; but if you are not cor^cerned to keep 
his laws, 2nd angry with yourfclf when you 
break them, then you do not Lve God: Far this 
(fsuth St. John^) is the love ofGod^ that lue keep 
his commandments. 

Do yoti Hee to God in all your wants, pray 
to him, reft fatisfied with what he orders for 
you, casing all your care upon himH if you do 
not fo, why then you do not trurt in him with 
all your heart. 

^ I fee it is my duty thus to lovcy and to 
fear, and to truft in God ; but 1 am afraid it 
will be hard for me to do fo. 

A* Be not difcouraged; to a wtil-dlfporcd 
mind the grace of Gojd will make every thing 
cafy. 

Only remember, that thefe. gracious difpofi- 
tions are to be obtained as well by your own 
endeavours, as bv God's afliftance. That no

To comfort yourfelf, and confinn your faith ; 
confider^ that this is the work of God:^ That 
he can make you fufficient amends in the next 
world, for what you want in this : That the poor 
are exprefsly declared to he heirs of his kingdom *^ 

Tmt to be fure, God hath his eye continually 
upon the poor, becaufe he hath fo often com- 
manded others to take care of them. 

Think of thefe things, and you will be con- 
t^t with your condition, and not delire to better 
it by unjuft ways. 

You v^ill neither envy the rich, nor queftion 
the goodnefs of God.

J. They arc: For they depend upon God, 

both for the enjoyment and continuance of their 

riches.

And if you of^en remember, that the Bible U 
a book given by God, to teach us what we are 
to believe, and how we are to live, that we may 
attain eternal happinefs ; and that your falvation 
depends upon knowing what that book con- 
taincth. vV'hcnever yog read, or hear it read, 
you will attend to it carefully, endeavour to fol- 
low the dircdlions it gives' you, nevsr repeat any 
part of it but tu ferious and holy purpofes, and 
io will delight in and honaur his holy JVord. 

S. It is my duty tafervs him truly all the 
dayiafmy life. Uut will not neceffary bufinefs 
hinder me from doin;; fo much as is required 
of ine? 

A, No. Whatever God requireth of anv 
man, may be dojie witliout negletling ' 
Worldly buGnefs. 
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One day in feven you are forbid to labour ; do 
v^hat you are commanded on that day, and fpare 
a few minutes every morning and evening to 
praife God, and to afk his bleffing; and then, 
when you are at your daily labour, you are fer- 
ving God, as tfuly, and you are as certainly in 
the way to heaven, as they who are at their 
prayers. And this you may do all the days of 
your life.

It is therefore happy for us that God

Q. How may we attain to fuch a Chr;

You mud beware in taking pleafure in 
calamities of other men, though your gn 
enemies : For that would make you inlu 
and hard-hearted. 

You muft often confider, that all men 
a defirc and a right to be eafy as well as 
that you yourfelf have faults; and that 
ftand in need of pardgn from men, an 
mercy from God.

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But above all confiJer, that this is God'$ 
exprefs command, That we love one another^ 
without which we cannot be faved. 

Therefore humbly pray to him, that he may 
give you thefpirit of iove^ and fuch difpofitions 
as he will gracioufly accept of. 

And then you will find, that be you never fo 
obedient to your betters, never fo civil to your 
equals, never fo kind to your inferiors, no men 
will projit by it more than your/elf, 

^ Will my love to my neighbour hinder me 
fxomfieking my jujl rights by lau'? 

A. It will not : But then it muft be for fome- 
thing of value, and not for fuch trijies as it 
would not hurt you to Jofe.

people of bufinefs, as well as thofe that have 
ieifare. tor in a few words ; 

If a man is fen fible of his linsand weaknefies, 
and forry for them :
